The sacred 
ceremonial was carried out in Westminster's 
ancient fane with symbolism and ritual 
language which carried the minds of the 
beholders back to the storied days of faith 
and chivalry, even to the time of those Who 
lived before Alfred. | 
There are not lacking those who say that 
toda) s great ceremony was nothing more 
tnan the traditional pageant, a splendid au- 
achronism in this modern world, but tw 
who witnessed it could remain of that mind. 
Were there nothing more than that, then 
surely it must Rave been wept away ere 
now, to judge by the eyidence of one’s own 
eyes, ears, and senses. 

The truth seems to be just the opposite. 
The coronation of George V. appears to have 
gripped the imagination of the public of the 
entire British empire even more than did 
that of his well loved father, when to affec- 
tion was added deep, human sympathy for 
the man who, six short weeks before, had 
looked death tn the face. 


No Mishap Mars Day. 

The stirring events of the day were carriea 
through without hitch or serious accident of 
any kind. The weather was. less favorable 
than hed been hope “for, “put even that had 
its ocmpensating advantages, so that there 
Was practically no need of the services of 
ambulances. On the other hand, the rain 
was not sufficient to detract seriously from 
the splendor of the pageantry 

The attendance of the general public tn the 
streets, while Jarge, did not approach that 
at King Edward’s coronation. This probably 
wes due to fears engendered by the un- 
usually severe police regulations and the 
barricaces erected to protect the line of the 
procession route, which under the circum- 
stances, therefore, proved needless. 

Gloomy prognostications of trouble arising 
through pubiic resentment of these precau- 
tions as an infringement of British Wherty 
proved groundiess. Everything was carried 
out with smoothness end in perfect order, 
which excited universal] admiration. 


Rite Heritance of Ages. 

No man could have seen and heard today's 
solemn rite without reverénce and emotion. 
The English coronation rite is the most an- 
clent and the most glorious thing of its kind 
in the world. George V. sat for his hallowing 
where English kings before him had been 
consecrated for more than eight hundred 
years. , 

From 6 o'clock, when the doors opened, 
until after 8 the abbey was a scene of ever- 
moving pictures which silently and gradually 
composed themselves into one harmonious 
setting, only needing the addition of the cen- 
tral figures to complete the scene. Great 
galleries stretched upwards on each side of 
the theater for the peers and peeresses 
and commoners of the realm. lias 

On the south side of the chancel, in the 
choir stalls, Was a royal box for members of 
the English royal family, and on the north 
side of the chancel the judges’ gallery. The 
central aisle and nave were lined with super- 
imposed galleries, which were occupied by 
diplomats, royal_representatives, and other 
distinguished persons. 


Gold Services Add Splendor, 

On the altar stood the abbey's glittering 
gold service. On @ table beneath the royal 
box was ranged the still more magnificent 
gold service of St. George's chapel at Wind- 
sor, whose burnished richness made the most 
brilliant color note of all. 

On the sides of the galleries hung priceless 
old Flemish tapestries. Rare, centuries old, 
Persian rugs lay before the thrones. Above, 
behind. and around everything stretched the 
ancient gray stone work of the abbey, the 
mellowed stained glass of the painted win- 
dows dlending softly with all

their seats, there was to be seen as wonderful 
a picture of sheer color as 4 painter could 
dream of.

Magnificent Scene in Abbey. 
Perhaps never in history has there been a

Apart from the processions, the solemnity 
and the paraphernalia of state, there was an 
undercurrent of human interest most ap- 
pealing. 

Queen Mary, although she bore herself with 
regal stateliness during her crowning, was at 
first.poticeably nervous. While the king was 
being ted and crowned, she had her 
handkerchief at her eyes frequently. The 
king, when he received the homage of the 
heir, displayed a father’s affection. 

The young Prince of Wales evidently was 


much pleased with himself, for when the 


younger children passed his chair on enter- 
ing and made their obeisances he returned 
their salutes quite in the royalest manner 
-and with apparent delight. The younger 
princes showed great interest when their 
sister put on her soronet._ 


Chaplains First to Enter. 
The kings entrance was signalized by the 


appearance of the chaplains in ordinary, the 


prebendaries of the abbey in dark crimson 
copes and the dean. The heraldic and knight-

The composition had been so arrranged 
that the greetings of the Westminster schol- 
ars accentuated the music. The greetings, 
„ Vivat Regina Maria!’ and “ Vivat Rez 
Georgius! formed part of the musical 
scheme, a disciplining of the irresistible im- 
And when the 
final phrases of the psalm Peace be within 
thy walls and plenteousness” resounded 
there came an inepiring burst of “ Vivats’’ 
that had been properly timed to the score. 


According to ancient custom, the ceremony 
was divided into episodes or periods.

King George arose and steod by his chair 
as the archbishop cried his presence, turn- 
ing to the four sides and showing himself 
to the assembly.

The final episode of the coronation of 
George V. was the homage of the princes and 
peers. As soon as the archbishop's exborta- 
tion was concluded the archbishop himself 
knelt at the foot of the throne while the rest 
of the bishops knelt in their places. In order 
that the ceremony might be shortened the 
archbishop made homage for his order; 

‘I, Randall, Archbishop of Canterbury 
(the other bishops repeating the form of 
oath after the introduction of their own 
names and titles simultaneously with the 
archbishop), will be faithful and true, and 
faith and truth will bear unto you, our sov- 
ereign lord, and your heirs, kings of the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ire- 
land, and of the Brititish dominions beyond 
the seas. defenders of the faith and Emper- 
ors of India. And I will do and truly acknowl- 
edge the service of the lands which I claim 
to hold of you as in right of the church, 80 


help me God.” 


Prince Honors His Father. 


The archbishop arose and kissed the king’s 
right cheek. Then the young Prince of 
Wales, taking off his coronet, knelt down at 
his father’s knees, the rest of the princes of 
the blood royal kneeling in their places, and 
pronounced the words of homage for this 
company. They were: 

„1 do become your lege man of life and 
limb and of earthly worship; and faith and 
truth I will bear unto you, to live and die 
against all manner of folks, so help me God.” 
The princes in turn kissed the king’s left 
cheek and touched the crown on his head. 
The peers of the realm, in the order of their 
rank, removed their coronets and did homage, 
the dukes first by themselves, then the mar- 
quesses, the earls, the viscounts, and the 
barons, the first of each order kneeling de- 
fore King George, and the others of his order 
who were near the king kneeling in their 
places. They kissed the king on the left 
cheek and touched the crown. 

The homage anthem, composed by N 
Frederick Bridge, was “ Rejoice in the Lord, 
O Ye Righteous.” As it ended there was 
tremendous ruffie of druma a fanfare from 
the trumpets, and a great shout from the 
assemblage!

Consecration of Queen Mary. 


The king now became a spectator himself. 
The moment hed come for the consecration 
of Queen Mary. Wearing. her velvet and 
ermine, a jeweled circlet and velvet cap, she 
had remained seated on the south side of 
the altar. Now she arose, supported by two 
bishops, her ladies in waiting, and the per- 
esses’ whom she: had chosen as ‘her attend- 
ants, and whose duty it Was to carry over her 
the canopy ot gold. The Duchesses of Han- 
tom, Portland. Sutherland, and Montrose, en- 
vied, O. how keenly, by the other noblewomen 
there today, performed this function. 

At the altar the Arohbishop of York preyed 
for God's blessing upon Queen Mary, and 
asked that she be made an example of virtue 
and piety: The queen arose and went before 
the altar for the anointing. She knelt at her 
faldstool between the steps arid ‘King Ba- 
ward's chair. As the duchesses held over baw 
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the canopy of gold the archbishop anointed 
the crown of her head, placed the queen's 
ring upon the fourth finger.of her right 
hand, and then set the crown upon her head. 
At this moment all the peeresses simul- 
taneously raised their coronets to their heads. 
The archbishop gave the queen her scepter 
and, the ivory rod with the dove, and prayed 
that Mary of England might adorn the high 
dignity she had obtained. As the queen re- 
turned to take her place upon her throne 
she bowed reverently befcre King George, who 
inclined his head. Without further ceremony 
she was conducted to ner throne and as- 
sisted to the s@t- 


Royal Pair Before Altar. 


The deep toned organ ten. forth the notes 
of Kdward Zlzar’t’” O Hearken Thou,“ the 
commupn'on psalm. Ihe choir sang the of- 
fertory. In the m®anwhile the king and 
queen delivered their ecepters to the lords 
who had previously borne them, cescended 
from ‘their thrones, attended by bishops and 
nobles, and knelt at the steps of the altar, 
removing their crowns. 

The king then offered o the communion 
use bread and wine which had been brought 
out of St. Fdward's chapel. This was re- 
ceived by the archbishop, placed upon the 
altar and covered with linen cloth. A prayer 
followed and therm the. king, still kneeling, 
made oblation of an altar cloth and a wedge 
of gold of a pound weight. The archbishop 
received these and placed them upon the 
altar. The queen then offered an altar cloth 
and a mark weight of gold.“ 

The communion celebration having been 
made in prescribed form, the king and queen, 
having both partaken of the bread and wine, 
again put on their crowns and returned to 
their thrones. They knelt while the arch. 
bishop prayed for “the whole state of 
Cbrist’s church militant here on earth.““ He 
prayed that under George V. the country 
might be quietly and godlily governed, that 
the wicked be punished., the virtutous main- 
tained, and religion and virtue protected. 


Benediction on Great Crowd. 


The archbishop raised his hands over the 
great assemblage and pronounced the bene- 
diction, repeating “The peace of God which 
passeth all understanding, keep your hearts 
and minds in the knowledge and love of God, 
and of his Son Jesus Christ our Lord. And 
the blessing of God Almighty, the Father, 
the Son, and the Holy Ghost be amongst 
you and remain with you always.“ 

The Te Deum now boomed out. Sir C. Hu- 
bert H. Parry composed the music for the 
majestic words of divine praise. With its 
singing the coronation service came to an 
end. The king, attended and accompanied 
as before, the swords being carried in front 
of him, and carrying the rod and the scepter 
in his hands, went into the area eastward of 
the theater and passed through the door on 
the south side of the altar into St. Edward's 

As the king’s attendants went by the altar 
the dean of ‘Westminster delivered to them 
one, by one the regalia each had carried into 
the abbey in the King’s procession. Simul- 
taneously the queen, accompanied by ‘her 
ladies, descended from her throne and en- 
tered the chapel by the door on the north 
side of the altar, bearing her scepter in her 
right hand and her ivory rod in her left. 


Scepter Placed on Altar. : 
In the chapel the king gave his scepter to 
the dean of Westminster, who laid it upon the 


staff were placed with the scepter. The king 
was relieved of the cumbersome robes of 
ceremony and arrayed in purple velvet. The 
archbishop placed in his left hand the golden 
orb. 

Together their majesties proceeded from 
the chapel through the choir to the west coor 
of the church, in the same way as they came. 

From the earliest hours of the morning the 
streets over which the royal party was to 
pass were lined deep with crowds. The front 
rows were made up of those who had re- 


| mained there throughout the night. Even at 
dawn some had found the vigil too trying and 


either retired or required’ the attention of the 
ambulances. 

Both routes of the procession were filled 
long before the troops reached their places. 
The early arrival of cavalry, accompanied by 
bands, afforded almost us interesting a show 
as the procession: itself, and then came royal 
carriages and coaches taking robed and uni- 
formed men and daintily dressed women to 
the abbey for the ceremony. 


Procession with Royal Coach. 


At 10:30 o'clock a royal salute announced 
the. departure of the king and queen from 
the palace, and the most gorgeous of the 
processions, the one in which, naturally, the 
greatest interest lay, made its way through 
the troop lined streets, a wave of cheering 
spread from one end of the route to the 
other. Thé sun made an attempt to break 
through the clouds, and partly succeeded, 
so that the people were able to watch the 
progress of the king without discomfort. 

A wonderful display of uniforms preceded 
the royal coach. After the guard of honor 
around the carriages of their majesties and 
gultes came the king s Indtan orderlies mount- 
ed, in silken robes covered with decorations, 
the volunteer, regular, and naval aids de camp 
to field marshals and generals, yeomen of the 
guard, equerries and honorary Indian aid 
de camp in variety of uniforms, picturesque 
and brilliant. 

The arrival of their majesties at the abbey 
was the signal-for a shout of greeting, which 
was continued until they were lost to view, 
and then repeated as Kitchener or some other

‘Return: to the Palace. 


The reappearance of the king and queen in 
the streets after the ceremony furnished oc- 
cadion for a renewal of the demonstrations 
manifested over two miles of the three mile 
procession. This took them for their firat 
view of bedizened and outrageously bedecked 
old London. Although that description is 
not known to be the opinion accorded by the 
king and queen to the garish decorations, 
turkey red is the color splashed most lib- 
erally into the background of this most mas- 
ingly varied color scheme.

WHEEIS STOP AT SUNSET.

LONDON, June 23, 3 a. m.—The combined 
blaze of millions of electric globes and gas 
flares tonight threw a reflection on the sky 
above London that was visible for a long 
distance. It gave outside watchers a faint 
idea of the dazzling glare that illuminated 
the streets where hundreds of thousands of 
coronation celebrants tramped to and fro 
winding up the strenuous day. a 

From Hyde Park corner, the Bank of 
England, the main thoroughfares, es- 
pecially the processional routes, blazed with 
light. Wheel traffic was stopped about 7 
and the roadways were given up to the peo- 
ple, who ceaselessly passed east and west 
in two steady streams.

Movement Extremely Slow. 

The movement early in the evening was 
extremely slow, especially in the brightest 
spots, but the people seemed possessed of 
imperturbable patience and were determined 
to see everything. Rain fell lightly a good 
part of the evening, but the crowd was not 
thinned out until nearly midnight, and i: 
then rapidly melted. 

The signal was given from the Crystal pal- 
ace at 10 o’clock to light up the bonfires tn 
Great Britain from Tand’s End to John 
O’Groat’s. 


Asquith’s Son Acts as Official. 

Prime Minister Asquith’s 8 year old son 
Anthony acted as the official. He started 
the fires by telephoning from Downing street 
to the palace, whereupon an enormous mag- 
nesium star was sent up. 

Immediately the star arose the watchers 
on beacons in the neighboring heights fired 
fuel piled high, and soon the flares thereof 
were soon on other heights. These were 
ignited, and so on until more than 2,000 fires 
blazed from Britain's hilltops.

IN QUEEN’S DRESS 


Coronation Robe More Beauti- 
ful than That Worn in 
Any Previous Fete. 


ALL MADE IN ENGLAND. 


LONDON, June 22.—Queen Mary's oorona- 
tion gown, as well as those worn by all the 
women of the royal household, outshone any- 
thing which has been seen in previous cele- 
brations of this kind in England. Much of 
this splendor was due to the work of the 
. queen herself, as she personally chose every 
item. , 

In this work the queen received the eid of 
the Duchess of Devonshire, mistress of the 
robes, who was responsible for the safe ar- 
rivalof the royal garments and their care 
until time for their use. 

It was her majesty’s wish that everything 
worn should be of British manufacture, and 
much of the material has been specially 
woven for the occasion. 


National Emblems in Dress. 

Her majesty’s dress is not only begutiful 
in general effect but splendidly achieves the 
special object of mtroducing a number of 
national and imperial emblems into the de- 
sign without any sacrifice of grace or ele- 
gance. ö 

There are two separate parts—the dress 
proper and the robe which completes it. The 
dress is of the princess type (with skirt and 
bodice in one piece), and the skirt has a 
moderately long train of its own. But over 
the skirt train trails the magnificent robe, 
which, depending from the shoulders, 
stretches away for eighteen feet. | 

Her majesty has a tall, commanding figure, 
but even so, there will be well over four 
yards of trail when the robe is in wear. 

The effect of having a moderately long and 
amply wide self-train to the dress is that the 
Gress and robe trains cannot become separ- 
ated as the wearer walks, but blend har- 
moniously together, the rich fabric of the 
gown showing on either side of the equally 
rich but totally different material of the 
robe, and being effectually held in position by 
the superior weight of the latter. 


Deep Ivory Duchesse Satin, 

The dress is of deep ivory duchesse satin, 
made in England. The weavers of the fabric 
are Messrs. Warner of Braintree. and the 
design and making of the dress were intrusted 
to Messrs. Reville and Rossiter of Hanover 

_ Square, but the embroidery was done by the 
ladies of the Princess Loulse Needlework 
achool in Sleane street. 

This embroidery is truly wonderful work, 
and shows up all the more effectually be-

A white 
edge of the latter shows above the gold lace 
and gives a delightfully soft and charming 
finish.

Filmy hand made Mace of fine gold thread, 
exactly similar to that on the bodice, is used 
for trimming the sleeves, which are bor- 
dered with tiny oak leaves. 

The material of the robe, or larger train, 
is silk velvet, and the utmost care has been 
taken to secure the true royal shade of 
purple. 

The embroidery is in gold thread, as in the 
case of the dress, and the idea of the intro- 
ductions of national emblems has been ad- 
hered to. 


Robe Six Yards in Length. 

Fully extended, the robe measures six yards 
by a yard and a half, so that there is upon 
the ground a spread of something between 
fifty and sixty square feet of rich back- 
ground on which the designers and embroid- 
erers were able to work. 

The rose, shamrock, and thistle are cleverly 
blended on this superb train, the ornamenta- 
tions being somewhat sparse on the depend- 
ing section of the robe, but gradually becom- 
ing closer and more harmonized from the 
ground level outwards, culminating in a most 
elaborate and effective design, with a crown 
above the queen's monogram for a cente- 
piece. 

The connected design occupies about six 
lineal feet of the train. With such artistic 
skill bas the pure gold thread been worked 
into the velvet that the M and the crown 
appear to be superimposed upon à delicate 
framework of shamrock leaves. 

This exquisite central figure of the design 
is inclosed by roses and thistles, the leaves 
and blooms of which are all wrought in the 
gold thread, except the tips of the thistle 
blooms, into which fine silk thread has been 
introduced, giving a most realistic repre- 
sentation of the delicate purple tinge to be 
found on the fully opened natural bloom. 


Oak Leaves in Gold. 

The edge of the embroidery comprises rose 
medallions connected by chains of oak leaves 
and acorns. The whole border is outlined on 
its inner face by representations of tender 
oak sprays just bursting into bud, and on its 
outer face by a plain narrow band of gold 


— 
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lace. The effect of all this elaborate gold 
work on the rich purple ground is superb. 

The robe is lined throughout its whole 
length with ermine, and for every white skin 
used to form the lining there is the tiny 
black tail of the animal. To cover so large 
an area many hundreds of skins were re- 
duired, and care has been taken to select only 
the best. 

The ermine lining is much wider than the 
robe, and this arrangement allows a deep 
turning to form an effective outer edge of 
the velvet. : 

The cape, which is of regulation shape and 
depth (about eighteen inches from the shoul- 
ders) is also of ermine. 

The robe is fastened to the dress at 
the shoulders by strong hooks, but its weight 
is 8O great as to make natural trailing by the

Forget Duty to Hail Newly Crowned 
King and Queen,

LONDON, June 22.—The scene at Bucking- 
ham palace when the sovereigns appeared on 
the baicony was a memorabigone. The king 
appeared first, wearing his crown end robes. 
He then handed out the queen, who also 
wore her crown and coronation robes. 

The effect was electrical. A large part of 
the crowd had begun to move away, thinking 
it was all over, but hearing the cheers, 
turned in a tumultuous rush and a roar of 
acclamation arose. This was taken up by 
the throngs along the Mall, from which the 
balcony is visible for a great distance. 

The excitement was communicated to the 
troops and resulted in an unusual incident. 
British soldiers on guard duty are not sup- 
posed to demonstrate their feelings, but to 
stand motionless. In thie case the soldiers 
were either from over the seas or else they 
forgot their discipline or judged that the oc- 
casion warranted a breach and they joined in 
the cheering and wave their rifles. The 
officers stood out for awhile, but soon caught 
the contagion, waved their swords vigorously 
and added their hurrahs. The scene was un- 
paralleled by any recent ceremony and the 
sovereigns bowed low again end again,

Progress Through London Begun 
at Diamond Jubilee, 


POOR GET VIEW OF RULERS. 


Great Demonstration for George and 
Mary Expected.

King George, in making a royal progress 
through London today for the purpose of 
showing himself and his consort to those 
of his lieges who were unable to obtain a 
glimpse of him on his way to and from West- 
minister abbey yesterday, is following the 
example set by his father, Edward VII. and 
first inaugurated by his grandmother, Queen 
Victoria, on the occasion of her diamond 
jubilee. 

She was far advanced in years, being nearly 
80, and frail and infirm. But it occurred to 
her that it was unfair that all those sub- 
ject@ of hers who lived in that portion of 
London that Hes in Surrey, on the southern 
side of the Thames, should have no glimpse 
of their ruler, and the principal feature of 
that drive was not her progress up the Strand 
and through the city, but after she had 
crossed London bridge and was returning 
through Southwark and via Westminster 
bridge back to the palace. 


Welcome Was Enthusiastie, 

Ie was her own initiative, and so enthu- 
siastic was the welcome she received from 
her subjects in these, the poorer quarters of 
the metropolis, that her son and grandson 
have adopted this progress through London 
as a feature of their coronations. 

It may safely be taken for granted that 
King George and Queen Mary will receive 
quite as great a demonstration in Southwark 
as his parents and as his grandmother; and 
the enthusiasm with which he has of late 
been received by the masses whenever he 
has had occasion to show himself in public 
has had the effect of causing the disappear- 
ance of that species of constraint, serious- 
ness, and reserve which formerly distin- 
guished him. 

This absence of graciousness in public was 
due in part to the naval discipline in which 
he had been trained, and also to a belief 
that the slanders relating to his alleged 
morganatic marriage had affected the good 
will of the people toward him. The crowds, 
on their side, were chilled by his seeming 
indifference. 


Now Pleased at Plaudits, 

Now, howevér, an understanding seems to 
have been effected between the sovereign 
and his pebple, especially since his popular 
appeal for fair play, when he brought the 
matter of his alleged secret marriage into 
open court last winter as an ordinary citizen 
and cleared himseif On the first occasion 
when he showed himself after that the crowd 
gave him a demonstration, as if to atone 
for having previously misjudged him. 


— 


George accepted the professed good wit] 


and today he manifests no longer any oold- 
ness, but a cordial and gracious pleasure in 
the acclamations of the crowd. Indeed, he 
shows an unfeigned gratification in being 
at close quarters with his subjects, especially 
those in the humbler walks of life, and the 
old time look of indifference has beep replaced 
by a smile that ts particularly winning and 
attractive, and which recalls that ef bis 
grandmother, Queen Victoria. 

Tus latter face was terribly austere and 


* 


severe in repose, an impression of ill humor 
being created by the droop of the corners 
ofthe mouth. But her whole face lighted up 
when she smiled, and it has always been e 
subject of regret to those who knew her 
best that none of her pictures shows her in 
the act of smiling or of laughing. 


Face Attractive When Smiling. 

King George's face, like that of his grand- 
mother, is not at its best in repose. Indeed, 
it gives rise to misconceptions concerning 
his character, and it is only when he smiles, 
as he often does now, that his whole ap 
pearance lights up, and that his face becomes 
attractive. He may be counted upon to smile, 
and to return with unwonted geniality the 
acclamations of the crowds through which 
he will pass today, and they in their turn 
will be all the more sympathetic in their 
manifestations of loyal affection and regard, 
because they feel that they owe him a sort 
of reparation for their former suspicions and 
misconceptions concerning him. 

King George and Queen Mary will be re- 
ceived today at the entrance of the city, 
where Temple Bar formerly stood, by the 
principal city dignitaries, headed by the lord 
mayor of London, the city remembrancer, the 
city marshal, the recorder, etc. 


To Be Met by Lord Mayor. 


Even the sovereign, in theory, is bound to 
obtain and receive the lord mayor’s permis- 
sion before he can enter and pass through 
the city of London, and it is for this purpose 
that the lord mayor will meet him at the en- 
trance and will proffer to him not only the 
keys of gates that no longer exist but the 
ancient sword of state, dating from the reign 
of Queen Elizabeth, and which is the emblem 
of the sovereignty of the lord mayor within 
the city limits. He will offer the sword to the 
king in token of fealty and of the fact that 
he temporarily surrenders his sovereignty to 
the monarch. The king will lightly touch 


it, and will then return it to the lord mayor. 


The lord mayor will be arrayed for the oc- 
casion not in his customary gold-laced robes 
of state but in the robes of an earl of the 
realm. He is entitled to wear these robes 
and to rank a8 an earl only during the pres- 
ence of his sovereign within the precincts of 
the city. 

Fortunately the present mayor is an excel- 
lent horseman, and has a secure seat in the 
saddle. There-have been chief magistrates 
of the city of London who have not Possessed 
the accomplishment of equestrianism, and 
whose misfortunes in the saddle have Sadly 
interfered with their dignity on such occa- 
sions as these. 


CROWNING WAKES UP PAPERS. 


London Press Prints Many Pictures of 
Coronation for the First Time 
in History. 


LONDON, June 23, 3 a. m Enterprise un- 
precedented in the history of the British press 
marks today’s issues of the London morning 
papers, which, with only one or two excep- 
tions, are veritable illustrated papers. Most 
of the London dailies heretofore have made 
only tentative attempts toward illustrating 
the days events. 

Today almost all of them appear with nu- 
merous page and half page pictures of all the 
incidents connected with the coronation, ex- 
cellently produced from photographs or orig- 
inal drawings by special artists.

SLUGS REPORTER 


Attacks E. 0. Phillips of “The 
Tribune” in Speaker 
Adkins’ Room. 


UNCONSCIOUS 40 MINUTES. 


Springfield, III., June 22.—[Specia!.]—Repre- 
sentative. Lee O’Neil Browne, former minor- 
ity leader in the house, tonight made an ag- 
sault upon E. O. Phillips, legislative reporter 
for THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. 

The assault occurred in the room of Speak- 
er Adkins, Mr. Phillips was knocked down 
with a blow on the right side of the neck near 
the jugular vein and was made unconscious 
for forty minutes, 

Two house members who are physicians, 
Whittaker and Martin, and Dr. Penik of 
Springfield worked with the unconscious 
correspondent until they brought him to. 
It was twenty minutes from the time the 
blow was struck until he showed signs of 
recovery. The doctors refused to permit him 
to make any statement. 

Abusive Talk Precedes Attack. 

George Brunk, who witnessed the assauit, 
said’ Mr. Phillips and Browne were talking 
when the latter suddenly became abusive and 
accused the correspondent of writing matter 
derogatory to him. He followed this with a 
tirade of vile invective and struck Mr. Phil- 
Ups with his open righthand. 

Mr. Phillips, who is slight, staggered under 
the blow and Browne then struck him with 
hig clinched fist, felling him to the floor. 

The victim was placed on a couch in the 
speakers room, where he remained until 
he recovered. 

The speaker, Lyman J. Cooley, and Repre- 
sentative Lyon were in the room when the 
attack occurred. They said it was uner- 
pected and unprovoked. 

Mr. Phillips hed been told Browne had 
uttered threats against him because of ar- 
ticles which had appeared in Tue TRisuwn, 
the authorship of which the jackpotter had 
attributed to the correspondent. He had, 
however, given little attention to these 
threats and had refused to regard them seri- 
ously. 

Browne Resumes Seat in House. 

After the assault Browne took his seat in 
the house, returning to the speaker’s room

ROBS FATHER OF OF “ENDEAVOR.”

Washington, D. C., June 22.—[Special. 1 
Two confessedly warm personal friends of 
Senator William Lorimer—George W. Hin- 
man, editor and publisher of the Chicago 
Inter Ocean, and former Gov. Richard Yates 
~—<testified today before the Lorimer invest 
gating committee. 

The testimony of these witnesses, particu- 
larly that of Mr. Yates, furnished the com- 
mittee with a background made up of sordid 
political maneuvers covering a period of 
years, the only object of which was the pro- 
curement of jobs. 

The story told by Mr. Yates was the story 
of politicians who were not actuated by any 
concern for the/public good, who were swayed 
by no interest in public principles, but whose 
only purpose was to make and break political 
a@lliances for personal preferment. 


‘ Hinman Admits Hines’ Loan. 

Mr. Hinman's testimony was interesting 
but not illuminating. He refused at first 
to answer a question as to whether or not 
Edward Hines, the Chicago lumberman, who | 
boasted he put Lorimer over,” had loaned 
him any money, on the ground that it vu 
imvasion of his private affairs. 

Pressed by the committee, he subséquently 
admitted he had borrowed §4,000 from Hines 
in the last few weeks. When asked in refer- 
ence to the possible ownership of Inter Ocean 
bonds and stocks he said he thought Clarence 
S. Funk, general manager of the Interna- 
tional Harvester company, whom he de- 
nounced as a bitter personal enemy of him- 
self and Senator Lorimer, held $15,000 of 
stock in this property, but he did not recol- 
lect that Edward Tilden, president of the 
National Packing company, or Edward 
Hines was the owner of any bonds. 

Asked about certain editorials which had 
appeared in the Inter Ocean, referring to 
jackpots and corruption in the Illinois legis- 
lature, he said they were based on common 
report and remarks made to him by his cor- 
respondents in Springfleld. He did not know 
of any one who had either contributed to 
or received anything from a “ jackpot,” 


Hinman Gives His “Jackpot” Theory. 

Mr. Hinman furnished the committee with 
his theory of the class of interests which 
would join in making up a “ jackpot,” men- 
tioning particularly the liquor interests in 
Peoria. He asserted emphatically his belief 
that Senator Lorimer’s election was not at- 
tended with corruption. 

Mr. Yates electriſted the committee by de- 
nouncing Gov. Deneen as a lar,“ although 
he admitted he had not used the short and 
ugly word in his conversations with the gov- 
ernor. His trouble with Mr. Deneen, he sai@, 
arose over the failure of the latter to support 
him for the senatorship against Shelby M. 
Cullom in 1906. He asserted Mr. Deneen had 
promised this in return for his (Tates“) 
action in withdrawing from the gubernatorial) 
fight in 1004. 

The witness did not want to discuss the 
origin of his troubles with A. J. Hopkins, but 
it developed it also grew out of the latter’s 
action in not returning favor for favor by 
aiding hig political aspirations. 

Mr. Yates said he was the loyal, faithful 
friend of Lorimer, although he admitted 
there had been a period of strained relations 


covering three years. 


Yates Strong for Lorimer. 

Mr. Yates said he was constantly urging 
Lorimer to become a candidate for senator 
in 1908 and early in 1000, but the latter 
thought it impossible to win until about 
forty-eight hours before the election, when 
he told Yates he thought he could be put 
over. Curiously enough, Yates did not ask 
him, according to testimony of the witness, 
how he expected to obtain the toga. 

Because of his personal enmity to both Hop- 
kins and Deneen, Mr. Yates did not want 
either of them sent to the senate. He was 
active in support of Edward Shurtleff for 
speaker, which United States Senator Craw- 
ford in the speech he made in the senate 

charged was the first step in the bipartisan 
alliance designed to make Lorimer senator. 

Mr. Yates could only remember two occa- 
sions when he was informed of corruption 

in the legislature. One in connection with 
4 Mueller bill, when Speaker Miller, now 
dead, asserted he had been offered $200,000, 
and the second, of which he had been told by a 
reporter, also dead. 


Witness Visibly Embarrassed. 
The witness was visibly embarrassed when 
asked if he had approved the Mueller bill 
after it had been passed and said he had 
done #0 in spite of Mr. Miller's statement 
to him. If he had the matter to do over 
again, he would veto the measure. 
Solely, he stated, on account of the sev- 
eral hundred thousand men in Illinois who 
had voted for him he vehemently denied he 
had had telephone conversation with Edward 
Hines in the morning of Lorimer’s election. 
It will be recalled that testimony was ob- 


done to bring about this result, and that 
if necessary he would go to Springfield with 
all the money required. 

A-number of witnesses reported to the 
committee today. They include Edward 
Hines, Edward Tilden, Albert J. Hopkins, 
Clarence 8. Funk, Edgar A. Bancroft, Cyril 
Jandus, William O’Brien, Wirt H. Cook, John 
Broderick, H. H. Kohisaat, and James Kee- 
ley. Former Senator Hopkins will be the 
first witness tomorrow morning. 


Editor Hinman Testifies. 


After directing all witnesses to retire, 
Chairman Dillingham summoned to the stand 
Mr. Hinman, who said he was editor and 
publisher of the Chicago Inter Ocean, and 
has been a friend of Senator Lorimer for 
many years. He denied that Hines, Tilden, 
former Senator Hopkins, or Senator Lorimer 
owned any part of the Inter Ocean. He de- 
nied a report in the Chicago Examiner that 
his paper had received $120,000 in Hines’ 
checks. 

“I never have received any money from 

anybody that I know of as being in the lum- 
ber business,” he testified. 

The witness said neither he nor his paper 
handled any campaign fund of Senator Lori- 
mer. He first met Hines last November or 
December. He declared he was not present 
at Springfield during the session of the legis- 
lature at which Lorimer was elected. At- 


torney Marble for the committee questioned | 


him: 

MR. MARBLE—You have said editorially, 
I am informed—I am sorry not to have read 
all of your editorials—that you knew there 
was no corruption in the election of Senator 
Lorimer. Is that a correct quotation from 
your editorial? 

MR. HINMAN—Well, of course, technically 
I am responsible for every editorial. In 
fact, I write only a part of them. I believe 
anything I wrote on the subject would use 
the phrase absolutely convinced.” Of legal 
knowledge I could not say that I knew, be- 
cause I was not present. 


Believes Jackpot“ Existed. 

MR. MARBLE—I am informed that some 
of the editorials in your papers have charged 
that the jackpot” was present at the ses- 
sion of the legislature at which Senator Lort- 
mer was elected, or indicated a belief that 
such was the case. Is that true? 

MR. HINMAN—It is my opinion and belief 
there was a jackpot, and the editorials may 
have indicated that. Although I cannot 
recollect any specific editorial which said 
that, it is easily possible. 

MR. MARBLE—Have you any information 
from the persons who knew of the existence 
of a “jackpot’’ on which yoy 41 such 
belief? 

MR. HINMAN—Nothing, except the infer- 
ences drawn and related to me by hearsay— 
who might have spoken on the subject—iike 
a correspondent, or something like that. 

Mr. Hinman said he had talked with no per- 
son who admitted he had contributed to a 
‘* jackpot fund. nor had he talked with any 
person claiming knowledge of such contribu- 
tion, 


“Jackpots” Common Report. 

Farther on in his testimony the witnéss 
said: 

“No, I have not seen any one who said 
he knew there was a ‘ jackpot,’ or knew of 
money being paid this, that, or the other man, 
or money being paid into a ‘ jackpot’ to be 
distributed generally among legislators. I 
have heard these rumors and hearsays. I 
have heard the common report, as it might be 
called, which has been current for some 
time—O, for the last year this whole matter 
has been up—but I cannot recall a single in- 
etance where a man or woman told me of 
knowledge there was jackpot money there 
and it was distributed among the legisia- 
tors.” 

SENATOR FLETCHER—Do I understand 
that you said you believed there was a jack- 
pot? Does your belief or your information 
connect that in any way with the election 
of Senator Lorimer? 

MR. HINMAN—Not in any way, shape, or 


Asked as to “Special Interests.” 

SENATOR KENYON—who are the several 
interests who contributed to the jackpot ? 

MR. HINMAN—Why, it would be tmposst- 
ble for me to give evidence on thet. My 
belief ie based on common report, not in- 
formation, but remarks made by my corre- 
spondent when he would come back regard- 
ing this, that, or the other measure. 

SENATOR KENYON—What was your cor-

MR. HINMAN—When I spoke of there de- 
ing a jackpot in every legislature I] meant 
there had been a corruption fund. I under- 
stood there was a cérruption fund in every 
legislature. Ags to bow it would be oper- 
ated, I never had anybody come up to me and 
say: “I operate a jackpot, and there was 
this much paid in by this, that, and the other 
man, and I divided it up, so and so, and John 
Smith got so much.“ If 1 got that informa- 
tion, I should have published it in my paper, 
because that is clearly a useful piece of news 
in the newspaper business. 

MR. MARBLE—Are you familiar with the 
editorial in your paper of May 25, 1911, headed 
Let us find out,” referring to this investiga- 
tion and containing the following paragraph: 
Ot course, some shining social lighte may 
be obscured, and some pillars in Chicago 
and Peoria be pulled down, if the investiga- 
tion is as thorough as Senator Martin’s reso- 
lution prescribes, but what's the odds?” 
To whom did you refer? 

MR. HINMAN-—I did not refer to any par 
ticular person there whom I could name. 
I referred to this, that the sources of cor 
ruption money in a general legislature are 
moneyed sources, and that a man who con- 
tributes to a fund in a legislature is a man 
who has a large enterprise, or property to 
protect, and therefore he is a conspicuous 
man. That is simply drawn from my obser- 
vation in New York and Illinois. It is not 
obscure men getting $2,000 a year who au 
up packpots or boodle funds. 


Why He Referred to Peoria, 

SENATOR KENYON—Is there any gen- 
eral collection taken up among the people 
for Jackpots? 

MR. HINMAN—Not that I have heard ot. 

SENATOR KERN—Why did you refer te 
Peoria in your article rather than any other 
city in Illinois outside of Chicago? 

MR. HINMAN—The common report there 
was that a considerable part of the money 
has its principal headquarters in Peoria.

MR. HINMAN—The 1 Interest. 

MR. MARBLE—The ¢istilleries? 

MR. HINMAN—Yes,I did not have any par 
ticular distillery in mind, but when you say 
Peoria, it suggests local option and strong 
liquor.

“Moneyed Men” Fighting Lorimes, 

SENATOR KENYON—Who were the 
prominent people you had in mind whose. 
health would necessitate their going abroad? 

MR. HINMAN—I ¢id not bave the specific 
men in mind, sir. I said I referred t a 
group, such as usually puts up the money 
that is put up or is supposed to be put up for 
the legislature They are men of large 1. 
terests. 

SENATOR JONES—What prominent per 
sons who have been prosecutors in this mas 
ter did you have in mind? 

MR. HINMAN—I can give you the answer 
to that. I rather dislike to give it, bug I 
can tell you in this way. In this movement 
that has been started by his opponente—lam 
giving my interpretation—against Senator 
Lorimer, ina general way what may be called 
the moneyed interests of Chicago—the large 
interests of Chicago, moneyed men—who 
would be found contributors to a “ jackpot,” 
if there was one, bave been in opposition te 
Senator Lorimer.

gards the attitude of Mr. Funk and those 
gentlemen, why that is well understood. 
They are bitterly opposed to Senator Lari- 
mer and have been for years. Mr. Funk 
and I—well, I practically ceased speaking 
to Mr. nk three years ago. I am a con- 
siderable friend of Senator Lorimer and I 
did not Mke his conversation. He (Mr.

Now, as I say, bonds 
turn up in unexpected places. If you have 
ever conducted a bonded enterprise, when the 
bonds are due, often you get them from sur- 
prising places, entirely different from where.

I do 
not believe Mr. Tilden has a share of dtock 
in the Inter Ocean.

Recollection Proves Nebulous. 


Mr. Yates’ ‘recollection of the specific du- 
ties he performed for the Illinois Central 
Was nebulous. Here is an extract from his

Was it the suit 
of the state of Illinois against the railroad 
company? 

MR. YATES—No, sir. 

MR. HEALY-—Is there any objection on 
your part to informing the committee what 
it was? :

MR. HEALY—Iit did not cover any specific 
lines of employment, then. 

MR, YATHS—I do not know what you 
mean by that, but as I understand your 
question I should say No.“ 

MR. HEALY—Were you retained for the 
purpose of aiding the interests of the com- 
pany with reference to a special line of legal 
work? . 

MR. YATES—No. Various questions were 
referred to me for opinion as to whether the 
company had the right to do this and the 
right to do that. 


Paid Annual Retainer by Road. 

MR. HEALY—And you were paid for the 
service which you rendered from time to 
time, were you—or were you paid an annual 
retainer? 

MR. TAT ESI was paid an annual re- 
tainer. 

Mr. Yates apparently did not keep his polfti- 
cal friendships up to date in the last genera) 
assembly, for when Mr. Healy asked him how 
many members he knew personally, he re- 
plied.

YATES—The general. subject of 
money being used to influence legislation or 
to prevent the passage of legislation has 
been talked about, joked about, and seriously 
talked about, I suppose, for thirty years, 
and, of course, I have heard men talk to

Mr. HEALY—Yes., 

MR. YATES—Yes. I have heard general, 
vague insinuations that legislation was ex- 
pedited or not. 

MR. HEALY—Has any one ever spoken to 
you on that subject who_had, or pretended 
to have, personal knowledge or information 
with reference to the existence of the so- 
called ‘“ jackpot.” 

MR. YATES—No, sir. * 

MR. HEALY—Was your attention ever 
called at any time during your term as gov- 
ernor to the fact that any legislation was 
regarded or expedited in any way by the use 
of money? 


Brings Up Case of Mueller Bill. 


MR. YATES—That is rather a broad ques- 
tion. Shall have to make a broad answer? 

MR. HEALY—Yes, I intended to make it 
broad. 

MR. YATES—In the legislature which con- 
vened in January, 1906, a speaker was elected 
by my friends Whose name was Miller. He 
was called John Henry Miller. Toward the 
close of the session there was a good deal of 
excitement about the passage of a bill that 
was called the Mueller bill, because it was 
introduced by a state senator by the name of 
Mueller. I do not care to go into all the his- 
tory ef the Mueller bill, which filled every 
paper in Illinois for three months. But I 
want to answer your question as well as 7 
can. This bill had gotten through the senate 
with almost no debate. It provided, as I re- 
call it—it has been a long time since I have 
given it any consideration, Mr. Healy. 


Speaker Miller Offereed a Bribe. 


MR. HEALY-—-It was a street railway bill, 
was it not? . 

MR. TAT ESt was a bill providthe for 
the municipal ownership of street railways. 
and was said to be favored by the great 
multitude of people and everybody in the 
city of Chicago. It had passed through the 
senate. It was pending in the house. One 
day John Henry Miller, who had served on 
some political committee for me, and whom 
I always regarded as my friend, came to 
my office and stated that he did not know 
what his duty was, but that he had been 
appfoached the night before by two men— 
this is simply responsive to the attorney’s 
questions. It was a long time ago—in the 
early days of 1908 or some time in April or. 

y of 1908. He had been approached by 
two men who had told him this bill, although 
it was supposed to be in the interests of the 
public, was a bill of great advantage to cer- 
tain particular interests, and there was $200, - 
000 in it for him if he would expedite the pas- 
sage of this Mueller bill. He stated he had 
declined to do so; that it had aroused his 
suspicions, and that afternoon, when the 
bill was sought to be pushed and advanced 
through the house, he had done what he 
could to gavel against it. Finally he had 
declared a motion to adjourn passe“, and he 
had left the chamber. He went on to say: 
“They are up there now, the majority of 
the members, with a speaker pro tem. I 
‘have not yet told the house what trans- 
pired in regard to this $200,000. What shall 
I do?” 


Lorimer in the Conference. 


I said 1 do not know what you ought to 
do.” I called in the lieutenant governor, 
W. A. Northcott; the secretary of state, 
James A. Rose; I think Len Small, state 
-treasurer—or perhaps he was not the state 
treasurer at that time, but I think he was 
there. Mr. Lorimer, who was then con- 
gressman, was in the statehouse, and I do 
not know whether anybody asked him to 
come in or whether he happened to wander 
in. We had quite a conference as to what 
the speaker ought to do. | 

I stated I thought it Was the duty of the 
speaker to make a solemn, written state- 
ment of the circumstances to his colleagues, 
and thet was what I would do if I were 
speaker. Lieut. Gov. Northcott said: If 
you say so, Mr. Miller, I will dictate the 
statement myself.” He stepped into the 
adjoining room, where my stenographer 
was, and dictated the statement to Miss 
Alice Draper, the stenographer. | 

Mr. Miller signed the statement at the 
approval, I think, of everybody 


Possibly there were two or three others 


present. I think perhaps there were ten or 
a dozen. men in the room. „„ 


Mr. Miler took that statement back to 
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| the reason why he had opposed this munici- 


had made this statement to him. Thereupon 
the house appointed an investigating com- 
mittee. They put Mr. Miller on trial, they 
censured Mr. Miller for offending the dig- 
nity of the house in uncertain terms, and 
Mr. Miller went home and died not long 
afterwards. That is about the history of 
that transaction as I recall it. 


Convinced Miller Was Truthful. 


SENATOR JONES—You have not any 
doubt as to the truth of Mr. Miller's state-

MR. YATES—I have no doubt of its truth; 
there is no reason why I should doubt it. 
SENATOR JONES—And anybody who 
knew’ Mr. Miller would not doubt it? 


MR. YATES—No, sir. 
friend? . 
MR. YATES-—-You are absolutely right. If 


the last time that I was in McLeanaboro 
(which was his home and where he lee 
buried) his widow told me that unquestion- 
ably his death- wae caused-by the mortifica- 
tion and humilation inflicted upon him be- 
cause the house, instead of seeking to in- 
vestigate this matter, had proceeded to try 
him. : 


SENATOR JONES—I do not think there is 
any doubt about it. 

Legislation Passed and Signed. 

SENATOR GAMBLE—What was the re 
sult of the legislation 7 Did it pass? 

MR. YATES—The result of the legislation 
was that Mr. Miller proceeded to give the 
desired roll calls and the bill was passed. 

SENATOR GAMBLE—I was about to ask 
what the governor did with the bill. | 

MR. YATES—The governor, after ten days 
of absolute abuse and vituperation of the 
most villainous character by TH CrIcaco 
TRIBUNE and other papers in the city of 
Chicago, said: “I sign this bill in ante of 
what the papers said, because I beMeve it 
does not provide the one thing which was 
objected to.” On one man in the city of 
Chicago came down and resisted that biil. 

SENATOR KtNYON—Who was that? 

MR. YATES—A square man by the nams of 
John Hamiine. 


Bribe Offerers Not Named. 


MR. HEALY—Did Speaker Miller indicate 
in this written statement he made the names 
of the two men who had approached him 
and made this offer? ‘ 

MR. YATES—Speaker Miller did not. 

MR. HEALY—Did he inform you who those 
two men were? 

MR. YATES—He did not. 

MR, HEALT-— Did he indicate whether or 
not those two men were members of the 
house or senate of that session? 

MR. YATHS—It turned out, Mr. Healy, that 
he did not know whothey were. 

MR. HEALY—They were strangers to him? 

MR. YATHS—When we advised him to 
make this statement we supposed, of course, 
he knew who they were. But I know some- 
thing about Mr. Miller that a great many 
other men did not know. I am only too 
happy, if these words could get back to II)I- 
nois, ta say it now. Mr. Miller was a man 
of defective vision in one eye, and he could 
hear scarcely at all out of one ear, so that 
he did not understand all that was said to 
him. He could not see, in the darkness under 
the stairway, who these men were. 


Never Called to Account. 


MR. HEALY—So these men were not called 
to account in any manner before the com- 
mittee which investigated the matter subse- 
quently? 

MR. YATPHS—They were not, and I am only 
saying all this in answer to your question 
as to whether I ever heard of any corruption 
of that kind in my term. 

Mr. Healy then asked Mr. Yates if he ever 

had heard of any other matter involving cor- 
ruption or wrongdoing on the part of the 
Iilinois legislature. The former governor 
could recall only one instance and his in- 
formant in this matter is dead. John Lane, 
Springfield correspondent of the Inter Ocean, 
was the informant. ‘This is Mr. Yates’ story 
of that incident: 
„The man who came to me was John J. 
Lane of the Inter Ocean. He said he had 
heard there was a fund raised, contributed 
to by many corporations, to advance friendly 
legislation and to throttle unfriendly legis- 
lation. He sald he had heard it had been 
going on for a great many years.” 


Threatened Special Message. 


MR. HEAL Y—And is that the only informa- 
tion you have with reference to the existence 
of a corruption fund in the legislature? 

MR. TATES— es, sir. I want to say, fur- 
ther than this, that I did not allow the matter 
to rest there. I said: You are a good 
friend of mine, and I am a good friend of 
yours; but it so happens, right or wrong, that 
you are talking to-one in authority, and I 
want to know what you know.“ He said: 
“T don't know anything, except that one 
man has told me this story. He said: You 
are not thinking that you are going to do 
anything with it, are you?” I Said: Yes.” 
He saldz What?” Igsaid: “Iam going to 
send a special m to the general as- 
sembly, and I am going to ask them to sub- 
pœna everybody in both houses.“ He said: 
„Tou will have to make good You will have 
to have a witness.” I said: I will have you 
for a witness.” Hegaid: Not in a thousand 
years.” I said: “ Why?’ He said: “ Be- 
cause I know absolutely nothing; and if I 
should go on the stand and give the name of 
the man who told me this he would go on the 
stand and swear I was guilty of perjury and 
I would be, in all probabilities, arrested and 
incarcerated by the legislature.” 
MX. HEALTI--And did that end the inci- 
dent? 

MR. YATES—Yes, sir. 


Matter Allowed to Drop. 


MR. HEALY—You sent no message to the 
legislature? 

MR. YATES—No, sir. 

SENATOR KEN YON—D14 you send a mes- 
sage to the legislature on this §200,000 mat- 
ter? 

MR. YATES—No, sir; I incorporated all 1 
had to say in the message which I signed.

- Affiliation Proves Short Lived. 


MR. HEALY—It was short-lived, then. 

MR. YATES—It lasted about eighteen 
months.

Yates Charges Political Treachery. 


SENATOR GAMBLE—Suppose you direct 
his attention, as far as possible, to the con- 
ditions existing in the Illinois legislature of 
1909. 

MR. HBALY—I am asking Mr. Yates these 
questions because I know he is familiar with 
the situation there. 

MR. YATES—I can say right here the con- 
ditions existing in the Illinois legisiature in 
1908 were the result in no small part of vari- 
ous political treacheries and failures to keep 
faith pro and con, back and forth, and I was 
the victim of one or two of them myself. 

SENATOR JONES—I think we had better 
trace them right up as the counsel was 
doing. 

SENATOR KENYON—By “ failure to keep 
faith,” do you mean failure to keep pledges, 
promises? „ 

MR. YATES—I mean, for example, that Mr. 
Deneen did not give me the aid and comfort 
I thought I was entitled to, and my friends 
thought I was entitled to, and the result was 
we did not feel kindly toward Mr. Deneen. 
The result was that four years after I had 
gone out we went out and made a fight for 
the nomination in Illinois. We fought the 
world, the flesh, and the devil, including 
Mr. Deneen’s men, the Yates men who had 
been given to him, and the Chicago press.

MR. HEALY—This offer of support on his 
part, then, was voluntary and with no condi- 
tion of any sort attached to it—is that corect?

Admits Talk with Lorimer, 


The witness admitted, however, he dis- 
cussed the matter with Senater Lorimer 
in October of 1908. He could not recall what 
the conversation was. Mr. Healy asked him 
it it was not of sufficient importance to im- 
press itself on his memory, and he replied: 

No, I think I said I would be gratifiea 
if the outcome could be the election of Mr. 
Lorimer as senator. I think he said he 
thought it was impossible, or, at least, that 
de had not given it any consideration.

Tolman Report on Practice Adopted at 
| Champaign Meeting. 


Champaign, III., June 22.—[ Special. }— 
“This state demands that this stain be re- 
moved from its fair name; the memory of 
such men of Illinois as Lincoln and Douglas 
and the long line of statesmen it has pro- 
Guced cries out for shame.“ 

With these ringing words today William R. 
Curran of Pekin, president of the State Bar 
association, wound up a red hot excoriation 
of the methods that ruled in the election of 
Willam Lorimer to the United States senate. 

Declaring that this was no question of 
pertisan politics but a matter of. higher im- 
portance, the veteran barrister declared his 
right to express an opinion of the legislative 
scandal in his annual address at the thirty- 
fifth annual meeting of the association, 
which opened at the University of Illinois. 
No one raised a voice in defense of the 
Junior senator or the men who elected nim. 

“If state seriators and representatives,”’ 
he said, “ standing in the place of the people 
of a‘great state for the purpose of electing 
a representative from that state to sit in 
the senate of theUnited States, fall ffom their 
high estate as statesmen and through a bi- 
partisan agreement, or otherwise, elect by 
bribery any man as senator, whether he be 
the personal representative of private inter- 
est or not, whether he has guilty knowledge 
or not, they have struck a vital blow. at the 
very foundation of representative govern- 
ment, 


Treason to the State. 

“Such an act is treason to the state and 
treason to the nation. The state may ruffer 
such a wrong and continue a state, but it 
cannot long survive as a state if such wrongs 
go unrebuked-and the wrongdoers perma- 
nently remain unpunished.”

INSANITY GROWS IN CHICAGO? 


Judge Owens Says Paresis In- 
creases 6 Per Cent Yearly.

STATEMENT. 


Doctors Assert Cases in Court Form 
No Basis for Conclusions. 


County Judge John K Owens sald yesteriay 
that insanity in Chicago is Increasing ai the 
rate of & per cent each year. 

Tu the judgment of the court officials, the 
principal cause of the cases of insanity 
brought before the court is paresis. This 
opinion ig based upon observation of the 1,230 
cases which have appeared before this par- 
ticular tribunal in the first six months of the 
current year, ending yesterday, and closing 
the first six months of Judge Owens’ term of 
office as county judge. 

Alienists, before whom these figures were 
laid yesterday evening, were inclined to doubt 
the authenticity of the figures as proof. They 
did not attempt to deny the figures them- 
selves, but did deny that any conclusion 
drawn from the number of persons arraigned 
before Judge Owens was representative of 
the amount of actual insanity prevalent in 

Chieago. 


Dr. Brown Disputes Statement. 


It was stated by Dr. Sanger Brown that the 
facilities of Chicago are not such that a 
proper tount can be made of those who were 
sane or insane. He denied the ability of the 
erdimary jury to pass upon a man’s sanity 
without facilities for a long period of obser- 
vation. 

We have no place,” he said, “‘ where the 


he is committed to an asylum. We have no 
way of determining whether the patient in 
question is insane or merely laboring under 
some temporary mental delusion. Chicago 
needs some observation ward such as they 
have in New York and other large cities to 
care for these unfortunates.”’ 
Says Figures Are High.

but upon the soctological conditions which 
cause paresis. 

‘I do not believe that the hot weather has 
anything to do with it. Heat does not cause 
insanity, although it may bring it on. It 
is like the spark in the powder magazine. 
The spark cannot explode, although it may 
cause an explosion.” 


Fifty Cases Considered. 

“Tt is a distressing fact that insanity is 
on the increase,” said Judge Owens yester- 
day after he had heard a docket of fifty 
cases. and it is still more regrettable that 


in the majority of these cases the cause seems 
to be paresis.”

CHERRY MINE FOUNTAIN. 


Work of Lorado Taft as $50,000 
Memorial to Benjamin 
Franklin Ferguson. 


Immortality is to be given the martyrs of 
the Cherry mine disaster. A sculptured foun- 
tain—the first public recognition in Chicago 
of the everyday heroism of labor—is to be 
erected on the north side of the Art institute. 

It will be a part of the immense expenditure 
for beauty planned from ‘the million dollar 
fund left to Chicago by Benjamin Franklin 


| Ferguson. Another fountain in memory of 
_ the donor is to be placed on the south side of 
: the institute. 


In addition ft is probable that a 250 foot

| gallery, designed in the manner of the Ponte 
Vecchio and hung with art masterpieces will 


be erected as a magnificent bridge across 
the Dlinolts Central tracks on the east side 
of the institute. The announcement was 
made by Director William R French of the 
Art institute last night. 

The gallery is to cost about $150.000. Al- 
ready the plane are in the hands of Charles 
B. Coolidge, an architect of the firm of Shep- 
ley, Rutan & Coolidge of Chicago, New York, 
and Boston. It is to be bullt on the plan of 
the world famous gallery which extends 
across the River Arno in Florence, as au ex- 
tension of the Uffizzi Art institute. The 
bridge across the Arno has for may years 
been known as the Ponte Vecchio, and along 
ite walls are gathered som= off the greatest 
masterpieces of art in the world.

Special privilege and crooked politics are 
in the open fighting viciously to beat 
‘conservation in Illinois at today’s meet- 
ing of the legislature. They hope by means 
of a victory today and the election of: a 
complacent governor a year from now to re- 
establish themselves in those profitable 
paths from which they have been so rudely 

Masters of the art of telling half traths 
and deliberate falsehoods, they are attempt- 
ing to deceive the uninformed legislator and 
to furnish an excuse for the wrongful vote 
of a timid ally. 

Consistency has no charms for them. 
They persistently repudiate today the very 


arguments which in the past they have used 


to defeat honest legislation. They have 
propounded a set of deceptive legal ques- 
tions to the attorney general and lay stress 
on his conveniently worded replies. They 
pass over the history of corruption of two 
decades and take the mefenre before the 
legislature as though ft were of recent 
origin. 
The fact is that-from the passage a the 
sanitary district act in 1889 there has been 
an unirfterrupted struggle between those 
who sought to derive wealth by cunning 
from vast public enterprise and those who 
sought to protect the public interest. 
Politica] platforms year after year relter- 
ated the public demands. Unscrupulous |

“politicians as frequently defeated them. | 


Since the public interest could only be ad- 
vanced dy amrmative legislation, it has 
been the policy of the despoiler to paralyze 
the legislature while he unhampered and 


extended his control over the strategie posi- 


tions. . * 

Four years ago the grasp of private in- 
terest upon water power rights was weak. 
Action by the state would have been easier 


than now, but the contro! of the spoilsman 


upon the legislatire was paralyzing. The 
conservation bills of that period were side- 
tracked by the adoption of a resolution for 
a constitutional amendment which it was 
thought wonld be rejected by the people. 
After the huge popular vote carrying the 
constitutional amendment, conservation 
was again postponed by a trumped-up con- 
flict between conflicting engineering plans. 

This year the former arguments are 
dropped and the main argument is that pri- 
vate-interests in the meantime secured have 
rendered state conservation impossible, 

Success to the forces of reaction at this 
time can only bring harm to all parties. The 
issue must come up more acntely and more 
bitterly year after year, until public control 
over the Desplaines and Illinois rivers is 
finally established. Those rivers furnish 
drainage to half the population of the state. 
Not only the great metropolitan population 
of Ohicago depends upon it but so do the’ 
counties draining into the Fox and Kanka- 
kee rivers. As the population of this vast 
region becomes more dense, both in Chi- 
cago and without, work must be continually | 
carried on to prevent pollution of our 
streams. Private ownership in the water 
courses can only result in continued em- 
barrassment to the work demanded by san- 
ita tion. 

Every considerable water course fs a 
natural highway Tor commerce. The extent 
to which it may be 80 depends upon its 
natural size and the extent of its improve- 
ment; and the extent of its iniprovement, in 
‘turn, should be determined by the needs of 
transportation. With the growth of our 
country the needs of transportation are 
bound/to increase, and if they are blocked 
by the existence of antagonistic private 
rights the entire public must euffer therefor. 

It is patent that the power development 
possibilities of this, stream must be devel- 
oped to the utmost and that no harnessable 
power be wasted. Such a mode of develop- 
ment could only be secured by state control. 
Private corporations have not and cannot 
get authority to control the entire stream 
from end to end, nor can they, with an eye

When this Lord Caithness died in 1672 Sir 
John Campbell proceeded by virtue of this act 
of reversion and with the sanction of the 
authorities to invade Caithnese at the head 
of a band of armed retainers and clansmen, 
to @nforce his rights. 

The historic event is commemorated in the 
well known song, The Campbells are com- 
ing!“ He then made a demand upon King 
Charles, to whose restoration he had largely 
contributed, for a patent confirming him in 
the titles of seventh Harl of Caithness and 
of Lord Sinclair of Berriedale 

Four years later the courts and the house 
of lords, to whom George Sinclair, cousin of 
the sixth Harl of Caithness, had presented his 
claims, decided in the petitioner’s favor, and 
Charles IL, convinced of his error, induced 
the former Sir John Campbell to abandon the 
earldom of Caithness to George Sigciair, and 
bestowed upon him instead the earldoms of 
Breadalbane and Holland, with the curious 
remainder which I have mentioned above. 

The earldom of Holland has no relation 
whatsoever to the Netherlands, but was 
created in favor of Sir John Campbell by 
reason of his marriage to Mary Rich, daugh- 
ter of Lord Holland, with whom he received 
a large dowry. 

It is said Sir John was so fearful of not 
being able to get away with his bride’s dowry 
that he brought a perfect army of Campbell 
clansmen, armed to the teeth, with him to 
London for the marriage, immediately after 
which he set out for Scotland, carrying 
his bride behind him on horseback, while her 
dot of £30,000 was carried in leather bags 

: — 

The father of the present Marquis of 
Breadalbane, that is to say, the sixth earl, 
was not allowed to succeed to the family 


-honors and estates, which extend over thou- 


sands of acres, without a severe struggle. 
For a claimant appeared in the person of a 
certain Charles William Campbell, who 
urged that William John Campbell, the fa- 
ther of the sixth earl, was illegitimate. 

It ssems the sixth earl’s grandfather, Capt. 
James Campbell of the Fencibles, eloped with 
the wife of a country doctor of the name of 
Christopher Ludlow, with whom he lived 
thenceforth as man and wife in Scot- 
land and elsewhere, and whom he wedded 


‘ ecolesiastically as soon as Dr. Ludlow died. 


— 


The couple had three children, an elder son 
and two younger eons, twins, who died in 
infancy. The questions raised were as to 
whether Dr. Ludlow was still alive at the 
time of the birth of this eldest son; secondly, 
whether his death would have had the ef- 
fect of at once legalizing the union of his wife 
and of Capt. James Campbell. as a Scotch 
common law marriage; and thirdly, whether 
the subsequent ecclesiastical marriage would 
have the effect of legalizing in the eyes of 


‘Scottish law the birth of the boy, if born 


during the lifetime of Dr. Ludlow. 

After long deliberation and much dscus- 
sion the committee of privileges of the house 
of lords, by.a small majortily, decided in favor 
of the legitimacy of the sixth Lord Breadal- 
bane’s father, largely owing to the impossi- 
bility of obtaining any definite information 
respecting the precise date of Dr. Ludlow 
death; and the consequence was that the

"The present Lord Breadalbane is no stran- 
ger to America, which he frequently has 
visited with his marchioness, and also spent 
some time in the Rockies in pursuit of big 
game. 

He is a stately personage, who enjoyed 
the high favor of Queen Victoria, whom he 
served in turn as treasurer and as lord stew- 
ard of the royal household, and who pre- 
sented him with the Order of the Garter. He 
has acted as special ambassador on several 
occasions, which have won for him many 
high foreign orders. But the decoration 
which he values above all others is the medal 
which he recefved years ago for saving the 
life of one of his servants at the imminent 
risk of his own.

CAUSE OF “I? TRAIN DELAYS. 

‘Chicago, June 20.—[To the Friend of 
the People.J—I have your note inclosing 
letter with reference to the . of 
one of our patrons on the Garfield park 
line living in Oak Park. The running of 
trains past stations in Oak Park is occa- 
sioned by delays making trains late at the 
Chicago Great Western railroad crossing. 
When our trains are delayed by being 
blocked at this crossing it becomes neces- 
sary to run past certain of the stations 
in order to get back on time, otherwise 
the gap between trains would become 
greater and greater as the train ap- 
proached the city, with the accumulation 
of passengers at each station east of 
Fifty-second avenue. In order that sta- 
tion stops will not exceed a specified time 
loading passengers, and to properly dis- 
tribute the passengers, we operate trains 
every three minutes. If this interval east 
of Fitty-second avenue is not preserved 
the entire schedule is interfered with, 
due to the large number of passengers 
loading at each station in the thickly set- 
tled portion of the city. This is the rea- 
eon why trains when delayed by the rail- 
road crossings are run past certain sta- 
tions in the more sparsely populated dis- 
trict, 

We only make this movement when 
absolutely necessary, as we appreciate the 
inconvenience to our patrons. In order 
to improve .this and other condltionb, we 
intend to construct two additional tracks 
from Fifty-second avenue to the village 
of Forest Park, and hope to häve them 
completed this fall, , no obstacle 
intervenes.

Chicago, June 19.—[To the Friend of the 
People. We noticed Postmaster Camp 
bell’s defense in regard to deliveries of 


in one of your recent issues. One thing is + 


certain. Not all localities of equal impor. © 
tance and of equal distance from the center 
of the city are treated alike. 

We are located near the intersection of 
Seventy-third street, Wentworth avenne, 
and Vincennes road. It is the business cen. 
ter for a territory running from four to six 
blocks either way. 

We only get two deliveries a day now, 
one about 8 a. m., the other at 3 p. m. which 
is a hardship, but.is not near so bad ag the 
mail pick up we get. The last mail at this 
busy corner is picked up at 8:15 p. m., where. 
as you can go into some of the residence dis 
tricts five or six blocks either way and they 
have pick ups after 10 p. m. 

The writer is about the city all day, and 
when he gets back in the evening has to 
figure his jobs and get out his quotations to 
his customers, and only in rare cases is able 
to get his mail out by 8:15 p. m., and then 
has to carry his letters from four to six 
blocks to find a box where they will be picked 
up the same night and reach his customers 
in the morning. 

The time on this particular box used to be 
9:30 p. m. This was changed to 8:15 with. 
out any mention being made on the box that 


such a change had been made. and we mailed 


letters there at 9 p. m. before being aware. 
of the change. It was of the utmost impor- 
tanec to us that some of these letters should 


have been in the hands of our customers tue 


following morning, as they contained proofs 


for which we were holding presses; but ~~ 


instead of that were not received until late 
in the afternoon, thereby causing us 4 


monetary loss on account of having to let 


our machines stand idle waiting to hear 
from customers to go ahead.

Will Devote Life to Free- 
ing Worthy Ones. 


SEVERAL PROTEGES. 


| Man Who Sent Many to Prison 


Hopes to Aid Some in Ob- 
taining Liberty. 


Edward MoCann; former inapector of po- 
lice, recently pardoned from the peniten- 
tiary by Gov. Deneen, will devote the bal- 


men whom he believes to be innocent of the 
crimes for which they are serving time. 

The former police ingpector will begin hig 
new work with even more enthusiasm than 
he began his career of sending men to prison 
cells twenty years ago. This information 
comes from his brother, Capt. James McCann 
of the police department. 

It is not the man with money and influen- 
tial friends whom Edward McCann wishes 
to restore to freedom. It is the fellow with- 
out friends and without funds to get a proper 
rehearing of his case in whom the former in- 
spector is interested. 

More than 380,000 persons signed the pe- 
tition for a pardon for McCann. At the 
head of the list was ex-President Roosevelt, 
and his signature was followed by those of 
ministers, bankers,.and men and women from 
all walks of life who knew of the inspector's 
work in rescuing the women of the west side 
levee district. He realizes that others, not 
do well known as he was, cannot enlist the 
sympathies of so many prominent persons. 


Brother Tells of Plans. 

“Ed knows that it's not easy to get out 
of the penitentiary, even if ene is innocent,“ 
said Capt. MoCann last night. That's a 
case in which possession is nine points of the 
law, and there doesn't seem to be much hope 
for the man after the turnkey’s key hag 
grated in the door behind him. 

My brother had plenty of opportunity to 
investigate a number of cases while he was 
at Joliet. His experience as a police officer 
aided him in determining the truth in these 
cases. He was terribly affected by the stories 
he listened to and he told me that he was 
going to devote his whole life to helping out 
convicts he thought deserving. 

He spoke of a negro boy down there. 
The boy had been sent up for assault. He 
was ignorant and had no friends to interest 
themselves in his cage and I guess they just 
sent him up on general principles. 

“Eid talked to this boy. He went over 
every circumetance of the case. He was ab- 
solutely convinced from the boy’s story tha: 
he was innocent. Since he came out hep 
been seeing some friends about getting the 
boy released. I don’t know how well he’ll 
succeed, but you can ket he'H keep on trying 
until he does do something. 


Religious Man Friendless. 

“Then there was another case of a deeply 
religious fellow. He's teaching a Bible class 
in the prison now. I don't remember the 
circumstances of the case, but I think he 
was sent up for murder. There were many

Gain Admission to Asylum and Report 
Finding to Administration Board.

Charged with cruel treatment of patients 
as well as theft of their belongings, thirty- 
two nurses, the majority of them women, 
were .discharged from the state insane 
asylum at Kankakee yesterday. 

The evidence on which the dismissals were 
}] based was secured by private detectives of 
both sexes who pretended insanity in order 
to mingle unsuspected among the patients 
of the Institution. 

The employmént of Pinkerton detectives 
came about through ifquiries and charges 
made by the relatives of patients. Visitors 
complained that they did not understand why 
so many of the inmates showed swollen faces 
and black eyes. Others complained that gifts 
which they hed sent to patients failed to 
reach them. 

While the squad of detectives looked into 
the situation within the buildings, others 
shadowed the nurses on their visits to the city 
of Kankakee. In a number of cases male 
nurses were discovered visiting saloons. 

The present inquiry is the first since the 
‘investigating committee of the state legisla- 
ture uncovered abuses three years ago. It 
follows on the heels of an investigation of the 
Tilinois State Training School for Girls at Ge- 
neva.

This is all very well after the files. get into the house, 
but the thing to do is to prevent them from getting tn. Where there are children 
and the doors are opened many times in a day this is difficult, even when the 
doors aré screened, but a morning rubbing of the outside of the screen doors and 
window frames with a rag saturated with kerosene or a weak solution of formal- 
dehyde will make it unpleasant for the files. They avoid things with kerosene on 
them, and they will keep away from screen doors so treated. 

The fly season is just beginning, and there is no time to lose if you intend to 
fortify your house against the invasion. 

Remember that cleanliness is next to fiyfessness. Keep the house clean in 
all its parts. Keep after the files all summer. A few minutes’ work each day 
will free your house from such as get in, and if you rigidly destroy the eggs, 
or give the files no chance to hatoh, not many will get in.

Senator La Folletie’s vote to report the 
Democratic woolen bill adversely ig ex- 
plained by the fact that he has a bill of his 
own for a revision of schedule K. which he 
expects to present in the senate wit Hin a few 
days.

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SUGAR INQUIRY 
ON MORMON TRAIL 


Investigators Seek Light on 
Havemeyer’s Relations 
with Church. 


CUTLER TELIS OF DEALS. 


C. B. Warren Asserts Taft Made 
No Tariff. Pledge. Before 
- His Election. 


Washington, D. C., June 22,—Inquiry into 
the relationship between the Mormon church 
and the American Sugar Refining company 
begun today before the house committee of 
inquiry into the sugar trust disclosed that 
Henry O. Havemeyer's first dealings in the 
beet sugar industry were with the Utah 
Sugar company, in which the Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter Day Saints was interested. 
Thomas R. Cutler of Salt Lake, vice presi- 
dent and general manager of the Utah-Idaho 
Sugar Refining company and former bishop 
of the Mormon church, appeared before the 
committee as a witness. 

He disclosed that, of the approximately $9,- 
500,000 paid up stock of the Utah-Idaho 
company, the American Sugar Refining com- 
Pany controls $4,650,060, or 466,060 shares: 
Joseph F. Smith, president of the Mormon 
church, as trustee for the church, 40,815 
shares; the estate of Henry O. Havemeyer, 
23,174 shares, and the remainder is owned 
by 1,408 individual stockholders. 

Mr. Smith, who has been summoned as a 
witness, sent word that he was on his way 
to Washington and would a e on Monday, 
to supplement the testimony given by Mr. 
Cutler, who will continue before the com- 
mittee tomorrow. 


Goes Back Into Early History. 

Mr. Cutler related to the committee the 
early history of the beet sugar industry in 
Utah, dating back many years up to the 
time of the organization of the Utah Sugar 
company in 1889 and the Idaho company in 
1908. The Mormon church became interested 
first by indorsing notes of the original com- 
pany and purchasing bonds and later was 
induced to buy stock, he said. Representa- 
tive Garrett of Tennessee, who conducted 
the examination of Mr. Cutler, asked about 
the first entrance of Mr. Havemeyer into 
the affairs of the company. 

In 1902.“ said the witness, “I first met 
Henry O. Havemeyer, I had been hunting 
capital for the suger industry in which we 
were interested and had been in the east 
many times. He sent an agent to Utah to 
see me. I went to New York and met Mr. 
Havemeyer. He said to me: ‘We have 
decided to go into the beet sugar business. 
We have heard of your success in the west. 
We sent for you to see if you couldn't help 
us in establishing beet sugar plants in any 
good locations in the United States.’ 

After the witness made six trips between 
New York and Utah the deal was closed with 
Mr. Havemeyer. 


Taft and Sugar Tariff. 

Regarding negotiations as to the Philip- 
pine tariff, Representative Fordney ex- 
piained that he and others in congress had 
conferred with Mr. Taft before the latter’s 
inauguration.

Attorney General James M. Swift of Masea- 
chusetts immediately took an appeal to the 
Supreme coupt on the question of domicile. 

The carrying of the case to the Supreme 
court brings the will alongside another pro- 
ceeding relating to property left by Mrs. 
Eddy. Both actions involve substantially 
the same questions regarding domicile of the 
testatrix, and it is the desire of the attorney 
general to have both cases tried at the same 
time. 


Authenticated Copy Filed, 

At the probate hearing today no objections 
were made to the allowance of the will, « 
copy of which was offered by Charles F. 
Choat. The copy was authenticated, show- 
ing the record of the proceedings at Concord, 
N. H., where the original js on file. 

It is the claim of the attorney general that 
Mrs. Eddy was domiciled in Massachusetts at 
the time of her death, and that this state is 
entitled to the tax levy, the amount of which 
is said to be comparatively small. 


Conveyances Are Contested.

‘Trustees Fear Places Will Be 
Filled by Political Workers 
Who Are Unfit. 


Ostensibly in the interest of the economy 
and efficiency of the service, President 
Thomas A. Smyth of the sanitary district 
board yesterday informed the trustees of his 
intention to discharge thirty-seven men now 
in the employ of the district, 

Several of the men on Mr. Smyth’s di- 
charge list have records of the highest effi- 
ciency.

In a communication to the trustees, Mr. 
Smyth says that the order of dismizsa! is to 
take effect July 1, 1911. It has been pointed 
out, however, that the power to Gacharge em- 
ployés of the sanitary district lies, not with 
the president, byt with the finance committee, 


Calis Act ‘Political Subterfuge.” 

A member of the board of trustees declared 
yesterday that the action of the president 
Was a political subterfuge. He said that it 
has been known for several weeks that men 
now employed by the sanitary district who 
did not enjoy political patronage were in 
danger of losing their positions, 

The action of the president is said to have 
grown out of the refusal of the board of 
trustees to fill the positions in the sanitary 
district service with henchmen of political 
leaders. Several of the men new slated by 
Mr..Smyth for dismissal are college men 
with a thorough technical training, who were 
secured from leading universities. These 
men were not expected to be active politi- 
cally, though others, lacking the technical 
training, would be better assets for the poli- 
tician. 9 


Considers It “His Duty.” 

Mr. Smyth in his communication to the 
board of trustees says: , 

“The saving to the sanitary district 
through my action in discharging the thirty- 
seven employés will amount to approxti- 
mately $456,000 a year, and as there seems to 
be no question that the board can dispense 
with their services, without any injury to 
its work, I consider it my duty to take this 
action at this time, in order to save a large 
amount of money to the taxpayers of the 
sanitary district.” an 

Members of the board of trustees declare 
that any reduction gf the working force of 
the‘district will seriously impair its efficiency. 
A demorallzation of the whole régime, it is 
declared, would be the result if the whole- 
sale discharge of employés is effected, and it 
would be soon realized that the sanitary dis- 
trict had been seriously handicapped by the 
reduction of the force,. Then the opportunity, 
which it is said the politicians are looking 
for, would be open, and unfit men would fill 
important positions. 

The insurance of the automobiles used by 
the sanitary district and the bonding of its 
employés has up to the present time been 
given to the insurance company to which 
„John U. Smyth, son of the president of the 
district, is connected. At the next meeting 
of the board a motion for a teadjustment 
of this insurance will be made and for com- 
petitive bids from insurance companies.

COUNCIL IN DARK 


People’s Company Declines to 
Aid Bemis; Holds Council 
-“Sufficiently Informed.” 


DENIES HOLDOUT CHARGE 


Says Hagenah’s Papers Were Re- 
turned; Calls Further Hear- 
ings Unnecessary.“ 


Final formal denial of all the city admin- 
istration’s requests on behalf of E. W. Bemis, 
the. super-expert. employed as a supple- 
mental ‘adviser in the gas rate investigation. 
was received in Chicago yesterday from 
the directorate of the People’s Gas. Light 
and Coke company. It came in the form ofa 
letter to Ald. Charles Twigg, chairman of the 
council committee on gas, oll. and electric 
light, written by the secretary of the corpora- 
tion dy order of the directors.“ 

The letter conveyed a fiat refusal to the 
latest requests made in letters written for 
Ald. Twigg by Maclay Hoyne, first assistant 
corporation counsel. It stated that the com- 
pany holds that the facts furnished by W. J. 
Hagenah should be kept confidential and 
advises the committee to proceed with the 
“totals” placed before it in the Hagenah 
report. f 
It was stated, in reply to the request for 
certain bundles of papers marked with Mr. 
Hagenah's name and left in the custody of 
employés of the company, that a package 
answering this description had been returned 
to the expert. In reply to a request that 
Mr. Bemis be allowed to investigate four 
specified questions, it was assérted that suffi- 
cient data for a study of these is contained 
in the Hagenah report. * i 


Call Hearing “Unnecessary.” 

The board of directors also refused to esti- 
mate; as was requested in the third Twigg 
letter, how long the hearings before the 
G. O L.“ committee will continue or what 
information the conipany might be willing to 
produce at these hearings. They declared 
the hearings not only unnecessary but im- 
practicable."’ 

Mr. Hagenah, when told of the contents 
of the letter, said that the papers returned 
to him were those which he had designated 
‘as desirable for his personal files and de- 


clared that the city had na particle of title: 


in them. Assistant Corporation Counsel 
Hoyne declared that these papers were not 
the ones requested by the committee, and 
that the company had evaded answering the 
request. 

Text of Company’s Letter. 

The company’s letter, written by L. A. 
Wiley, secretary of the corporation, in part 
follows: 

“Some time ago Prof. Hagenah gave to 
E. G. Cowdery, for safe keeping until called 
for by him, a single sealed package. Subse- 
quently this package, unopened, and in pre- 


cisel’ the condition it was when received. 


from him, was returned by Mr. Cowdery to 
Prof. Hagenah, on the latter's request. The 
package of papers has not since then been in 
possession of any officer or employé of this 
company. 

Says, “Use Only Totals.” 

In this connection the board begs to call 
attention to the specific agreement made 
with this company by Ald. Pringle and Prof. 
Hagenah, representing the city, that the 
facts’ disclosed by the books, papers, and 
data turned over to the city’s representatives 
should be confidential and only totals used 
in the report made by Prof. Hage ; 

“In yeur communication vou specifically 
request .at we afford Prof. Bemis the op- 
portun‘ty to investigate the questions of 
‘going concern value,’ what returns shoul 
the company receive on its investment, what 
is the proper allowance for operating ex- 
penses, anc what is the income of the com. 
pany. 


Say Hagenah Reported Income, 
“The income of the company is given on 
rage 15 of Mr. Hagenah's report, for each 
and every year from 1898 to 1910. This uc- 
count also gives the operating expenses for 
each of the fears named and would seem to 
cover your third specific recuest. 


Rate of Return Not on Books. 

“The rate of return this company should 
receive on its investment will not be found in 
its books. That question is to be determined 
primarily by the cost to reproduce the plant 
and property of this company and by the 
conditions prevailing in this community as 
to what is the usual fair rate of return to 
investors. 


“The item of ‘going concern value’ can 


readily be determined from the figures con- 
tained in Prof. Hagenah’s report. 


Hold City Has All Data. 

“The board of directors believe that the 
items, as to which you say vob want specific 
information, are covered. 

“The board again begs respectfully to sug- 
gest that all data to enable the city council to 
spéedily reach a conclusion as to the rates 
to be charged for gas is contained in Prot. 
Hagenah’s report. I therefore believe that 
the suggestion of trial of all these ques- 
tions before the gas, oil, and electric light 
committee is not only unnecessary, but im- 
practicable, and, if followed, would only 
result in great delay.“

Continental-Hibernian Plan Goes 
to Stockholders. 


CALL MEETING FOR AUG. 1. 


Union Will Give Total Capital $26,- 
000,000; Surplus $10,573,761. 


The board of directors of the Continental 
and Commercial National bank yesterday 
issued a formal call for a stockholders’ meet- 
ing on Aug. 1 at noon to take forma! action 
on the plan to merge the institution and the 
Hibernian Banking association.

The proposed plan and arrangements 
when'consummated, win, it is beHeved, great- 
ly benefit the respective stockholders and 
patrons of both banks. The total resources 
of the Continental and Commercial National 
bank, the Continental and Commercia! Trust 
and Savings bank, and the Hibernian Bank- 
ing association exceed $268,000,000. The book 
value of the shares of the capital stock of 
the Continental and Commercial National 
bank and of the Hibernian Banking arsocia- 
tion is substantially the same. 

When the proposed plan is effected the 
banks will have a total capital stock of $26,- 
000,000 and $10,573,761 surplus and undivided 
profits, or a total of 836.573.
